Comments: Lesteva villardi was described from a cave in southeastern France (Dróme: 

Lente-en-Royans, Grotte du Brudou). Subsequently it was reported from several caves in 

the French Alps (JEANNEL 1926) and from some high altitude localities in the same area 

(JARRIGE 1968). It is present also in the Italian Alpes Maritimes (Piemonte: Certosa di 

Pesio) (ZANETTI 1987) and in Switzerland (SMETANA 2004). 


Lesteva ihsseni was described from southern Germany (Bayern: Schachen im Wetter- 
steingebirge) and reported also from Austrian Alps (Tirol and Salzburg) and Switzerland 
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(St. Gallen) (HORION 1963). In the original description LOHSE (1956) writes "Steht der L. 
villardi Rey außerordentlich nahe", but does not mention any distinguishing characters. I 
have been unable to find any differences between the L. ihsseni paratypes and the speci- 
mens of L. villardi from caves in Southern France. The aedeagi are identical (Figs 1-2). 
For characters separating L. villardi from similar species see ZANETTI (1987). 


Zusammenfassung
